PREMIER ENDS Viol

LONDON -— Premier Asquith arrived 
today in response to an unexpected sum- 
mons from King Geor ge calling him from 
Edinburgh to London for a conference. 

Premier Asquith had gone to Scotland 
to be the guest Of Lord Rosebery over 
the holidays. It is not expected that 
the result of the conference will be 
known, except to three or four, until 
the King’s address read on the as- 
sembling of the new Parliament, but 
there is no attempt to conceal the fact 
that the conference relates to the veto 
question. 

Wing George has taken a marked ‘[n- 
terest in the general election which has 
just ended, and it is certain that he has 
no wish to see another dissolution of 
Parliament for a long time to come. | 

As the new Parliament now stands, 
the Liberal government, in coalition with 
the Nationalists. Regular and Independ- 
ent, and the Labor members, now hold 
398 seats, against 272 held by the 
Unionists, majority 126. 

The ministerial majority, however, will 
in many cases be much smaller than this 
figure as the Independent Nationalists 
are hostile to Redmond and therefore to 
some of the measures proposed in the 
government's program.

thority of the commission.” 

The most important feature of the law 
is said by the report to be the provision 
giving the commission authority to sus- 
pend proposed increased rates pending 
investigation of their propriety. 

Thirty-one pleas of guilty for violation 
of railroad laws were received since Dec. 
1, 1909, and the fines imposed amounted 
to $63,000. 

“The fight against discrimination,” 
says the report, “is by no means won, 
practises still remaining which are more 
insidious and mcre difficult of extirpa- 
tion than open rebating, by reason of 
the fact that they are hidden in con- 
tractual arrangements entirely legal ex- 
cept for the effect produced.” 

The total operating revenues of the 
railroads in July, August and September 
were $745,134,204, an increase of over 
$42,000,000 compared with the same 
quarter of 1909. The operating expenses 
in the three months, however, were $489.,- 
699.378, an increase of over $50.000,000 
compared with the same quarter in 1909. 

There are from 25.000 to 30,000 tele- 
phone companies which make provision 
for interstate communication and the 
commission is in doubt whether it was 
the intent of Congress to place all these 
companies under its supervision and 
control. 

The railroads are criticized for not 
making better use of safety appliances.

countryside. The leaves of this south- 
ern holly are the largest and glossiest, 
its berries the reddest and biggest. 

Flowers of many kinds and exquisite 
beauty have been coming into bloom 
during the last few weeks to add their 
sweet’ faces ¢o the joyousness of the 
time, but still the holly, the mistletoe 
and the poinsettia take precedence of 
all others, while the pine and the éther 
evergreens are the groundwork on which 
their decorative effects are built. 

Holly bells, holly balls, and_ holly 
wreaths have always been known, just 
as have been those of pine, but each 
vear they are given an indefinabie touch 
that makes them seem more beautiful 
than ever before. 

The cheery little partridge berry has 
been brought forward in the last three 
years to add its brightness to the general 
festivitv. Planted with moss in a glass 
jar having a glass top, it is a miniature 
greenhouse and is effective mingled with 
other decorations or quite by itself. It 
also makes an acceptable gift. When 
the cover is removed,- the damp, spicy 
odors that come from it are warm re- 
minders of the beauty that lies sleeping 
in the earth under a coverlid of ice and 
snow. While the Jerusalem cherry is 
orange-colored, rather than red, it, too, 
has long been looked upon as one of the 
season’s special plants. 

Of all flowers, the poinsettia is most 
closely identified with late December, 
both by reason of its color and its star- 
like torm. Discovered in Mexico, where 
it is called the flame flower, in, 1828, it 
has been accepted everywhere as_ the 
most beautiful and most distinctive of 
all flowers for December. It is the only 
searlet blossom the season brings forth, 
but there are many reds and crimsons 
and they are taken in preference to other 
colors; next to them are pinks. For 
decoration, red is preferred, and as a 
gift it is distinctive. Flowers and grow- 
ing plants are coming to be used more 
and more as friendship’s tributes. Aza- 
leas, gorgeous in their clouds of rosy 
bloom, are even nearer than being second. 
Then come cyclamen, begonias, Jerusalem 
cherry, ardesia with its little red berry, 
jars of the partridge berry, palms, ferns 
and rubber plants, any kind of a grow- 
ing plant, in fact. 

In cut flowers the poinsettia is still 
in the lead, but nothing will ever take 
the place of the rose, the orchid or tlie 
At all seasons>of the year they 
are favorites. Now their delicate 
beauty is even more enhanced by the 
brilliance of those more especially as- 
sociated with the season. If there is 
not a reason for selecting other 
color, roses are chosen in reds and pinks, 
the American Beauty, as always, taking 
the lead. The red carnations, atso, are 
the ones most in demand, but they usu- 
ally necessitate a touch of white or a 
harmonizing pink to bring them out. 

These, with a few late chrysanthemums, 
are the flowers.

CELERY. 


ELERY may be had at all seasons, | 


at a reasonable price. 
is especially adaptable 
to combinations with fruits and 
vegetables as salads, but served-as a 
simple relish it is well enjoyed. A rather 
uncommon way of serving celery is to | 
ceok it until tender, then tal it well- 
seasoned in a white sauce 

As a soup, celery lends itself anost 
suitably: Pound three stalks of celery in 
a mortar or grind through the meat 
grinder. Cook in a double boiler with 
three cupfuls of milk and a slice of 
onion. After cooking half an _ hour, 
strain and bind with three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour and butter cooked together. 
Season with salt and pepper and add a 
eupful of cream. Stram into tureen and 
serve at oiice. 

One of the prettiest and most appe- 
tizing salads may be served by using two 
or three sections of grapefruit, a little 
shredded celery, a few nuts and a bit 
of mayonnaise dressing, all served _in 
head lettuce. 

QUEEN’S APPLE TARTS. 

One cupful of apple sauce, three table- 
spoonfuls of currant or other jelly, four 
eggs, sugar to taste. Line a deep pie 
plate with puff paste and bake a dekcate 
brown. Have ready“a boiled custard 
made from the yolks of the eggs and 
milk sweetened to taste. When the 
pastry is baked put into it a layer of 
half the apple sauce, one jelly, one of 
custard, then the rest of the apple sauce. 
Whip the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, beat in two table#poonfuls of 
sugar, spread over tarts and bake a light 
brown 

JELLY ROLL, “THREE AND ONE.” 

Three eggs, one cup of sugar, one tea- 

spoonful of baking powder, one cup of 
three tablespoonfuls of water, 
pitch of salt. 
" Beat. the eggs thoroughly, add the 
sugar slowly, beating vigorously all the 
time. Add the water and beat again. 
Sift the dry ingredients together twice 
arid add. Beat all together several min- 
utes. ,Put in a long shallow dripping 
pan and bake in a quick oven. 

Remove from the oven and immedi- 
ately. cover with raspberry jam without 
removing from the pan. Roll the length. 
of the cake pressing into shape with 
the hands. Any kind of jelly may be 
used instead of the jam.

Pompon Footstools

Neglect to screen sends good fuel to the ate

NLESS attention has been called to 
it, few appreciate the waste of coal 
by “neglect of screening. 

If the results of ignorance and care- 
lessness. are as great elsewhere, as in 
the eases mentioned below, wherein no 
attempt was made to obtain other than 
average samples, the waste of anthra- 
eite must be enormous. 

Noticing bright’ lumps of coal in an 
ash heap in the rear of a hotel in pne 
of the smaller New England cities, a 
person of inquiring mind procured a 
quantity of the stuff to satisfy his 
curiosity and screened it carefully, pick-- 
ing out all foreign matter. The result 
was so surpuising that he invaded other 
premises, with the harvest noted below. 
The amount of clean coal in this first 
lot—which was not from the hotel fur- 
naces, but from grates and small stoves 
where fires are not run continuously— 
was by weight @6 per cent of the whole.
